T is not necessary to furnish a lengthy article orr 
-,i^i7 the early history of Freemasonry in England, as 
^.iXii'i 3n introduction to the present volume, because it 
iltS^'r " 's o"^ o^ s series of works on the subject, and 
i-'jjt'; has a special object to accomplish. We have 
j^-^— g,^ -already in our' " Old Charges of the British Free- 
masons," the '* Constitutions of the Freemasons," 
and " Masonic Sketches and Reprints," afforded an insight 
into the origin and objects of the Craft before and after 
operative period, and when read with our " Memorials 
of the Masonic Union of 1813," they supply as accurate, 
ihuuyh brief, an account as we have succeeded in obtain- 
\rg of the character of the Fraternity anterior to Grand 
Lodges, of the revival of Freemasonry in London, 1716-17; 
prospf^riiy of the old Lodge at York, and subsequent for- 
mation of the "Grand Lodge of a// England," 1725; the 
rise of the seceders, 1750-3, their extraordinary growth, and 
finally the extinction of all rival claims by the establishment of the 
" United Grand Lodge " in 1813. I he series will be completed 
with two others in course of preparation on the Records of the 
"Ancients" and the " United Grand Lodge of England." 

The documents illustrating these important periods are most valu- 
able, and not only prove that the Society of Freemasons is ancient 
and honourable, but confirms the statement that the present Grand 
Lodges of the Fraternity are the lineal descendants of the Craftsmen 
who united in Guilds and Lodges for the preservation of their secrets

** in y^ olden tyme," and gradually changed from the purely operative 
basis during the middle ages, down to the wholly speculative con- 
stitution of to-day. 

That the Society had ceased to be exclusively operative in the 
seventeenth century is evident from the testimony of the actual re- 
cords of Lodges during that period, in which also it has been discovered 
that noblemen and gentlemen were frequently elected as officers, and 
\vere occasionally placed in charge of sections of the Craft, much as 
they are now. 

Curious information may also be obtained on these points from 
an examination of printed works of an unmasonic character, which 
incidentally allude to the Fellowship during that important era of 
the fraternity, of which the following of A.D. 1686 is a striking 
example. 

The author was the keeper of the Museum presented by Elias 
Ashmole (the antiquary) to the Oxford University. This celebrated 
man was initiated as a Freemason October i6th, J646, at Warrington, 
so Dr. Plott may have obtained some of his singular statements from 
that source, though not his antagonism to the Institution, as Ashmole 
evidently was constant in his support of its principles. In fact he 
visited a Lodge in London so late as A.D. 1682, was the oldest Brother 
of the Society present, and remained to witness the admission of several 
new members. ""

85. " To these add the Customs relating to the Cou7Uy\ whereof they have one, of 
admitting Men into the Society of Freemasons, that in the moorelands of this County 
seems to be of greater request, than any where else, though I find the Custom spread 
more or less all over the Nation ; for here I found persons of the most eminent quality, 
that did not disdain to be of this Fcllo^vship. Nor indeed need they, were it of that 
Antiquity and honor, that is pretended in a large parchment volume they have amongst 
them, containing the History and Rules of the craft of masonry. \\ hich is there deduced 
not only from sacred writ, but profane story, particularly ihat it was brought into England 
by St. Amphibal, and first communicated to St. Alban, who set down the Charges of 
Alasonry, and was made paymaster and Governor of the King's works, and gave them 
charges and manners as St. Amphibal had taught him Which were after confirmed by 
King Athelstan, whose youngest son Edicyn loved well masonry, took upon him the 
charges and learned the manners, and obtained for them of his father a free-Charter. 
Whereupon he caused them to assemble at York, and to bring all the old Books of their 
craft, and out of them ordained such charges and manners, as they then thought fit : 
which charges on the said Schrole or Parchment volum, are in part declared : and thus 
was the craft of masonry grounded and confirmed in England. It is also there declared 
that these charges and manners were after perused and approved by King Hen. 6. and his 
council, both as to Masters and Fellows of this right Worshipfull craft. ''^ 

86. '* Into which Society when any are admitted, they call a meetwg (or Lodg as they 
term it in some places) which must consist at least of 5 or 6 of the Ancients of the Order, 
whom the candidats present with ghwes, and so Hkewise to their wives, and entertain with 
a collation according to the Custom of the place : This ended, they proceed to the 
admission of them, which chiefly consists in the communication of certain secret signs, 
whereby they are known to one another all over the Nation, by which means they have 
maintenance whither ever they travel : for if any man appear though altogether unknown 
that can shew any of these signs to a Fellow of the Society, whom they otherwise call an 
accepted Mason, he is obliged presently to come to him, from what company or place 
soever he be in, nay tho' from the top of a Steeple, (what hazard or inconvenience soever 
he run) to know his pleasure, and assist him ; viz. if he want ivork he is bound to find 
him some ; or if he cannot doe that, to give him money, or otherwij-e support him till 
work can be had ; which is one of their Articles ; and it is another, that they advise the 
Masters they work for, according to the best of their skill, acquainting them with the 
goodness or badness of their materials ; and if they be any way out in the contrivance of 
their buildings modestly to rectify them in it ; that ?nasonry be not dishonoured : and 
many such like that are commonly known : but some others they have (to which they 
are sivorpi after their fashion) that none know but themselves, which I have reason to 
suspect are much worse than these, perhaps as bad as this History of the Craft itself; 
than which there is nothing I ever met with, more false or incoherent." 

87. " For not to mention that St. Amphibalus by judicious persons, is thought rather 
to be the cloak, than Master of St. Alban ; or how unlikely it is that St. Alban himself in 
such a barbarous age, and in times of persecution, should be supervisor of any works ; 
it is plain that King Athtlstan was never marryed, or even had so much as any natural

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issue ; (unless we give way to the fabulous History of Guy Earl of Warwick, whose eldest 
son Reynburn is said indeed to have been marryed to Leoneat the supposed daughter of 
Athelsian^^ which will not serve the turn neither) much less ever had he a lawfull son 
Edwyn, of whom I find not the least umbrage in History. He had indeed a Brother of 
that name of whom he was so jealouse though very youn^ when he came to the crown, 
that he sent him to sea in a pinnace without tackle or oar, only in company with a page, 
that his death might be imputed to the waves and not him ; whence the Young Prince 
{not able to master his passions) cast himself headlong into the sea and there dyed. 
Who how unlikely to learn their manners; to get X^atxrv 2i charter ; or call them together 
at York ; let the Reader judg." 

88. "Yet more improbable is it still, that Hen, the 6. and his Council^ should ever peruse 
or approve their charges and manners, and so confirm these right W'orshipfull Masters and 
Fellows as they are call'd in the Scrole: for in the third of his reigne (when he could not 
be 4 years old) I find an act of Parliament quite abolishing this Society. It being therein 
ordained, that no Congregations and Conjederacies should be made by masons^ in their 
general Chapters and Assemblies, whereby the good course and effect of the Statutes of 
labourers, were violated and broken in subversion of Law : and that those who caused 
such Chapters or Congregations to be holden, should be adjudged Felons ; and that those 
masons that came to them should be punish'd by imprisonment, and make fine and ransom 
at the kings will.^ So very much out was the Compiler of this History of the crajt of 
masonry, and so little skill had he in our Chronicles and Z^ia'j. Which Statute though 
repealed by a subsequent act in the 5 of Eliz.*^ whereby Servants and Labourers are 
-compellable to serve, and their wages limited ; and all masters made punishable for giving 
more wages than what is taxed by the Justices, and the Servants if they take it &c.,«^ yet 
this act too being but little observed, *tis still to be feared these Chapters of Free^Masons 
■do as much mischief as before, which if one may estimate by the penalty, was anciently 
50 great, that perhaps it might be usefull to examin them now." 

Before the last century the Brethren met in their Annual Assemblies 
at York, or under the friendly wings of such Lodges as *' Mother Kil- 
winning," Scotland, — or as independent Lodges, — all however being 
virtually knit together as one Body by the Rules and Regulations con- 
tained in the *' old Charges,'' of which there are many versions extant 
from the fourteenth century, from which we obtain reliable intelligence 
as to the traditions and laws of the Craft in those days. 

It must, however, have become evident to the members who joined 
the Society early last century that all attempts to continue it on the 
old basis must prove a failure, and so it is not to be wondered at that 
Brethren of the ability of Dr. John Theophilus Desaguliers, F. R.S., 
(the Natural Philosopher), and the Rev. James Anderson, D.D., deter-

mined to strike out a fresh path for themselves. Accordingly, in 
1 7 16-7, a Grand Lodge was formed in London, and rapidly became 
popular at home and abroad, many old Lodges either joined the new 
organization, or, as at York in 1725, Ireland 1728-9, and Scotland 1736, 
started others on their own account ; until both Hemispheres became 
symbolically united through the fraternal influences of the revived and 
invigorated Masonic Craft. 

Afterwards, for a time the scene changed, a struggle for supremacy 
in England was waged between two antagonistic Grand Lodges, the 
one being the parent virtually of all the Grand Lodges in the world, 
now known historically as the " Moderns," and the other a body of 
seceders who started a rival society in 1750-3, and as the ^'* Ancients," 
prospered so amazingly that eventually it was considered desirable to 
receive them again into the fold. In 181 3 they, with their Grand 
Master (H.R.H. the Duke of Kent), held out ''the right hand of 
fellowship" to their older Brother under H.R.H. the Duke of Sussex, 
M.W.G.M., the two bodies thereafter being merged in the United 
Grand Lodge of England. 

The terms of the agreement are known as the ''Articles of Union."

thereto duly constituted and em- 
powered : — on the one part,

ed Masons of Flngland, according 
to the Old Institutions ; the Right 
Worshipful Thomas Harper De- 
puty Grand Master; The Right 
Worshipful James Perry, Past 
Deputy Grand Master ; and the 
Right Worshipful James Agar, 
Past Deputy Grand Master of the 
same PVaternity : for themselves 
and on behalf of the Grand Lodge 
of Freemasons of England, accord- 
ing to the Old Institutions : being 
thereto duly constituted and em- 
powered : — on the other part, 



HAVE AGREED AS FOLLOWS:— 



I. There shall be, from and after the day of the Festival of Saint 
John the Evangelist next ensuing, a full, perfect, and perpetual union of 
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and between the two Fraternities of Free and Accepted Masons of 
England above described ; so that in all time hereafter they shall form 
and constitute but one Brotherhood, and that the said community shall 
be represented in one Grand Lodge, to be solemnly formed, constituted, 
and held, on the said day of the Festival of Saint John the Evangelist 
next ensuing, and from thenceforward for ever. 

II. It is declared and pronounced, that pure Ancient Masonry con- 
sists of three degrees, and no more, viz., those of the Entered Appren- 
tice, the Fellow Craft, and the Master Mason, including the Supreme 
Order of the Holy Royal Arch. But this Article is not intended to 
prevent any Lodge or Chapter from holding a meeting in any of the 
degrees of the Orders of Chivalry, according to the constitutions of the 
said Orders. 

III. There shall be the most perfect unity of obligation, of discipline, 
of working the Lodges, of making, passing and raising, instructing and 
clothing Brothers ; so that but one pure unsullied system, according 
to the genuine landmarks, laws, and traditions of the Craft, shall be 
maintained, upheld, and practised, throughout the Masonic World, from 
the day and date of the said union until time shall be no more. 

IV. To prevent all controversy or dispute as to the genuine and pure 
obligations, forms, rules, and ancient traditions of Masonry, and further 
to unite and bind the whole Fraternity of Masons in one indissoluble 
bond, it is agreed that the obligations and forms that have, from time 
immemorial, been established, used, and practised in the Craft, shall be 
recognized, accepted, and taken, by the members of both Fraternities, 
as the pure and genuine obligations and forms by which the incorporated 
Grand Lodge of England, and its dependent Lodges in every part of 
the World, shall be bound : and for the purpose of receiving and com- 
municating due light and settling this uniformity of regulation and in- 
struction (and particularly in matters w^hich can neither be expressed 
nor described in writing), it is further agreed that brotherly application 
be made to the Grand Lodges of Scotland and Ireland, to authorize, 
delegate, and appoint, any two or more of their enlightened members to 
be present at the Grand Assembly on the solemn occasion of uniting 
the said Fraternities; and that the respective Grand Masters, Grand 
Officers, Masters, Past Masters, Wardens and Brothers, then and there 
present, shall solemnly engage to abide by the true forms and obligations 
(particularly in matters which can neither be described nor written), in 
the presence of the said Members of the Grand Lodges of Scotland 
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and Ireland, that it may be declared, recognized, and known, that they 
are all bound by the same solemn pledge, and work under the same 
law. 

V. For the purpose of establishing and securing the perfect unifor- 
mity in all the warranted Lodges, and also to prepare for this Grand 
Assembly, and to place all the Members of both Fraternities on the 
level of equality on the day of Re-union, it is agreed that as soon as 
these presents shall have received the sanction of the respective Grand 
Lodges, the two Grand Masters shall appoint each nine worthy and ex- 
pert Master Masons, or Past Masters, of their respective Fraternities, 
with warrant and instructions to meet together at some convenient cen- 
tral place in London, when each party having opened in a separate 
apartment a just and perfect Lodge, agreeably to their peculiar regula- 
tions they shall give and receive mutually and reciprocally the obliga- 
tions of both Fraternities, deciding by lot which shall take priority in 
giving and receiving the same ; and being thus all duly and equally en- 
lightened in both forms, they shall be empowered and directed, either to 
hold a Lodge under the warrant or dispensation to be entrusted to them 
and to be entitled the Lodge of Reconcilation, or to visit the several 
Lodges holding under both the Grand Lodges for the purpose of obli- 
gating, instructing and perfecting* the Master, Past Masters, Wardens, 
and Members, in both the forms, and to make a return to the Grand 
Secretaries of both the Grand Lodges of the names of those whom 
they shall have thus enlightened. And the said Grand Secretaries shall 
be empowered to enroll the names of all the Members thus remade in 
the Register of both the Grand Lodges, without fee or reward : it being 
ordered that no person shall be thus obligated and registered whom the 
Master and Wardens of his Lodge shall not certify by writing under 
their hands, that he is free on the books of his particular Lodge. Thus, 
on the day of the Assembly of both Fraternities, the Grand Officers, 
Masters, Past Masters, and Wardens, who are alone to be present, shall 
all have taken the obligation by which each is bound, and be prepared, 
to make their solemn engagement, that they will thereafter abide by 
that which shall be recognized and declared to be the true and univer- 
sally accepted obligation of the Master Mason. 

VI. As soon as the Grand Masters, Grand Officers, and Members of 
the two present Grand Lodges, shall, on the day of their Re-union 
have made the solemn declaration in the presence of the deputation of 
Grand or enlightened Masons from Scotland and Ireland, to abide and 
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act by the universally recognized obligation of Master Mason, the Mem- 
bers shall forthwith proceed to the election of a Grand Master for the 
year ensuing ; and to prevent delay, the Brother so elected shall forth- 
with be obligated, pro tempore, that the Grand Lodge may be formed. 
The said Grand Master shall then nominate and appoint his Deputy 
Grand Master, together with a Senior and Junior Grand Warden, Grand 
Secretary, or Secretaries, Grand Treasurer, Grand Chaplain, Grand 
Sword Bearer, Grand Pursuivant, and Grand Tyler, who shall all be 
duly obligated and placed ; and the Grand Incorporated Lodge shall 
then be opened, in due form, under the stile and title of the United 
Grand Lodge of Ancient Freemasons of England. 

The Grand Ofificers who held the several offices before (unless such 
of them as may be re-appointed), shall take their places, as Past Grand 
Officers, in the respective degrees which they held before ; and in case 
either, or both of the present Grand Secretaries, Pursuivants, and 
Tylers, should not be re-appointed to their former situations, then an- 
nuities shall be paid to them during their respective lives out of the 
Grand Fund. 

VU. The United Grand Lodge of Ancient Freemasons of 
England shall be composed, except on days of Festival, in the follow- 
ing manner, as a just and perfect representative of the whole Masonic 
Fraternity of England ; that is to say, of 

The Grand Master, Past Grand Masters, Deputy Grand Master, 
Past Deputy Grand Masters, Grand Wardens, Provincial Grand 
Masters, Past Grand Wardens, Past Provincial Grand Masters, 
Grand Chaplain, Grand Treasurer, Joint Grand Secretary, or Grand 
Secretary, if there be only one. Grand Sword Bearer. 

Twelve Grand Stewards, to be delegated by the Stewards 
Lodge, from among their Members existing at the Union ; 
it being understood and agreed that, from and after the 
Union, an annual appointment shall be made of the Stewards 
if necessary. 

The actual Masters and Wardens of all warranted Lodges, 
Past Masters of Lodges, who have regularly served and 
passed the Chair before the day of Union, and who have 
continued without secession regular contributing Members 
of a Warranted Lodge. It being understood that of all 
Masters who, from and after the day of the said Union, 
shall regularly pass the Chair of their respective Lodges, 
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but one at a time, to be delegated by his Lodge, shall have 
a right to sit and vote in the said Grand Lodge ; so that 
after the decease of all the regular Past Masters of any 
regular Lodge, who had attained that distinction at the 
time of the Union, the representation of such Lodge shall 
be by its actual Master, Wardens, and one Past Master only. 

And all Grand Officers in the said respective Grand Lodges 
shall retain and hold their rank and .privileges in the United 
Grand Lodge, as Past Grand Officers, including the present 
Provincial Grand Masters, the Grand Treasurers, Grand 
Secretaries, and Grand Chaplains, in their several degrees, 
according to the seniority of their respective appointments ; 
and where such appointment shall have been contempor- 
aneous, the seniority shall be determined by lot. In all 
other respects the above shall be the general order of pre- 
cedence in all time to come, with the express provision, that 
no Provincial Grand Master, hereafter to be appointed, shall 
be entitled to a seat in the Grand Lodge, after he shall have 
retired from such situation, unless he shall have discharged 
the duties thereof for full five years. 

VIII. The Representatives of the several Lodges shall sit under their 
respective banners according to seniority, The two first Lodges under 
each Grand Lodge to draw a lot in the first place for priority ; and to 
which of the two the lot No. i shall fall, the other to rank as No. 2 ; 
and all the others shall fall in alternately, that is, the Lodge which is 
No. 2 of the Fraternity whose lot it shall be to draw No. i, shall 
rank as No. 3 in the United Grand Lodge, and the' other No. 2 shall 
rank as No. 4, and so on alternately through all the numbers res- 
pectively. And this shall for ever after be the order and rank of the 
Lodges in the Grand Lodge, and in Grand Processions, for which a 
plan and drawing shall be prepared previous to the Union. On the 
renewal of any of the L-odges now dormant, they shall take rank after 
all the Lodges existing at the Union, notwithstanding the numbers in 
which they may now stand on the respective rolls. 

IX. The United Grand Lodge being now constituted, the first 
proceeding after solemn prayer shall be to read and proclaim the act 
of Union, as previously executed and sealed with the great seals of 
the two Grand Lodges ; after which the same shall be solemnly 
accepted by the Members present A day shall then be appointed 
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for the installation of the Grand Master and other Grand Officers 
with due solemnity ; upon which occasion the Grand Master shall in 
open Lodge, with his own hand, affix the new great seal to the said 
instrument, which shall be deposited in the archives of the United 
Grand Lodge, and be the bond of union among the Masons of the 
Grand Lodge of England, and the Lodges dependent thereon, until 
time shall be no more. The said new great seal shall be made for 
the occasion, and shall be composed out of both the great seals now 
in use ; after which the present two great seals shall be broken and 
defaced ; and the new seal shall be alone used in all warrants, cer- 
tificates, and other documents to be issued thereafter. 

X. The regalia of the Grand Officers shall be, in addition to the 
white gloves and apron, and the respective jewels or emblems of 
distinction, garter blue and gold ; and these shall alone belong to the 
Grand Officers, present and past. 

XI. Four Grand Lodges, representing the Craft shall be held for 
quarterly communication in each year, on the first Wednesday in the 
months of March, June, September, and December, on each of which 
occasions the Masters and Wardens of all the warranted Lodges 
shall deliver into the hands of the Grand Secretary and Grand 
Treasurer, a faithful list of all their contributing Members ; and 
the warranted Lodges in and adjacent to London shall pay to- 
wards the grand fund one shilling per quarter for each Member, 
over and above the sum of half a guinea for each new made Mem- 
ber, for the registry of his name, together with the sum of one 
shilling to the Grand Secretary as his fee for the same, and that this 
contribution of one shilling for each Member shall be made quarterly, 
and each quarter, in all time to come. 

XII. It shall be in the power of the Grand Master, or in his 
absence of the Past Grand Masters, or in their absence of the Deputy 
Grand Master, or in his absence of the Past Deputy Grand Masters, 
or in their absence of the Grand Wardens, to summon and hold Grand 
Lodges of Emergency whenever the good of the Craft shall, in their 
judgment, require the same. 

XIII. At the Grand Lodge to be held annually on the first 
Wednesday in September, the Grand Lodge shall elect a Grand Master 
for the year ensuing, (who shall nominate and appoint his own Deputy 
Grand Master, Grand Wardens, and Secretary), and they shall also 
nominate three fit and proper persons for each of the offices of 
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Treasurer, Chaplain, and Sword Bearer, out of which the Grand 
Master shall, on the first Wednesday in the month of December, chuse 
and appoint one for each of the said offices ; and on the Festival of 
St John the Evangelist, then next ensuing, or on such other day as 
the said Grand Master shall appoint, there shall be held a Grand 
Lodge for the solemn Installation of all the Grand Officers, according 
to antient custom. 

XIV. There may also be a Masonic Festival, annually, on the 
Anniversary of the Feast of St. John the Baptist, or of St. George, 
or such other day as the Grand Master shall appoint, which shall be 
dedicated alone to brotherlv love and refreshment, and to which all 
regular Master Masons may have access, on providing themselves 
with tickets from the Grand Stewards appointed to conduct the same. 

XV. After the day of the Re-union, as aforesaid, and when it shall 
be ascertained what are the obligations, forms, regulations, working, 
and instruction, to be universally established, speedy and effectual steps 
shall be taken to obligate all the Members of each Lodge in all the 
degrees, according to the form taken and recognized by the Grand 
Master, Past Grand Masters, Grand Officers, and Representatives of 
Lodges, on the day of Re-union ; and for this purpose the worthy and 
expert Master Masons appointed, as aforesaid, shall visit and attend 
the several Lodges, within the Bills of Mortality, in rotation, dividing 
themselves into quorums of not less than three each, for the greater 
expedition, and they shall assist the Master and Wardens to promulgate 
and enjoin the pure and unsullied system, that perfect reconcilation, 
unity of obligation, law, working, language, and dress, may be happily 
restored to the English Craft. 

XVI. When the Master and Wardens of a warranted Lodge shall 
report to the Grand Master, to his satisfaction, that the Members of 
such Lodge have taken the proper enjoined obligation, and have con- 
formed to the uniform working, cloathing, &c., then the Most Worship- 
ful Grand Master shall direct the new Great Seal to be affixed to their 
warrant, and the Lodge shall be adjudged to be regular, and entitled 
to all the privileges of the Craft : a certain term shall be allowed (to 
be fixed by the Grand Lodge) for establishing this uniformity ; and all 
constitutional proceedings of any regular Lodge, which shall take place 
between the date of the union and the term so appointed, shall be 
deemed valid, on condition that such Lodge shall conform to the 
regulations of the Union within the time appointed ; and means shall

be taken to ascertain the regularity, and establish the uniformity of 
the Provincial Grand Lodges, Military Lodges, and Lodges holding 
of the two present Grand Lodges in distant parts ; and it shall be in 
the power of the Grand Lodge to take the most effectual measures 
for the establishment of this unity ot doctrine throughout the whole 
community of Masons, and to declare the Warrants to be forfeited, if 
the measures proposed shall be resisted or neglected. 

XVI L The property of the said two Fraternities, whether freehold, 
leasehold, funded, real or personal, shall remain sacredly appropriate to 
the purposes for which it was created ; it shall constitute one grand 
fund, by which the blessed object of Masonic benevolence may be 
more extensively obtained. It shall either continue under the trusts 
in which, whether freehold, leasehold, or funded, the separate parts 
thereof now stand ; or it shall be in the power of the said United 
Grand Lodge, at any time hereafter, to add other names to the said 
trusts ; or, in case of the death of any one Trustee, to nominate and 
appoint others for perpetuating the security of the same ; and in no 
event, and for no purpose, shall the said united property be diverted 
from its original purpose. It being understood and declared that, at 
any time after the Union, it shall be in the power of the Grand Lodge 
to incorporate the whole of the said property and funds in one and the 
same set of Trustees, who shall give bond to hold the same in the 
name and on the behalf of the United Fraternity. And it is further 
agreed, that the Freemasons' Hall shall be the place in which the 
United Grand Lodge shall be held, with such additions made thereto 
as the increased numbers of the Fraternity, thus to be united, may 
require. And it is understood between the parties, that, as there are 
now in the Hall several whole length portraits of Past Grand Masters, 
a portrait of the Most Worshipful His Grace the Duke of Atholl, Past 
Grand Master of Masons according to the Old Institutions, shall be 
placed there in some conspicious manner. 

XVIII. The fund, appropriate to the objects of Masonic benevo- 
lence, shall not be infringed on for any purpose, but shall be kept 
strictly and solely devoted to charity, and pains shall be taken to 
increase the same. 

XIX. The distribution and application of this Charitable Fund shall 
be monthly, for which purpose a Committee, or Lodge of Benevolence, 
shall be held on the third Wednesday of every month, which Lodge 
shall consist of twelve Masters of Lodges (within the Bills of Mortality); 
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and three Grand Officers, one of whom only (if more are present) shall 
act as President, and be entitled to vote. The said twelve Masters to 
be summoned by the choice and direction of the Grand Master, or his 
Deputy, not by any rule or rotation, but by discretion ; so as that the 
Members, who are to judge of the cases that may come before them, 
shall not be subject to canvas, or to previous application, but shall have 
their minds free from prejudice, to decide on the merits of each case 
with the impartiality and purity of Masonic feeling : to which end it is 
declared, that no Brother, being a Member of such Committee or 
Lodge, shall vote, upon the petition of any person to whom he is in 
any way related or who is a Membc^r of any Lodge, or Masonic Society, 
to which he himself actually belongs, but such Brother may ask leave 
to be heard on the merits of such petition, and shall afterwards, during 
the discussion and voting thereon, withdraw. 

XX. A plan, with rules and regulations, for the solemnity of the 
Union, shall be prepared by the Subscribers hereto, previous to the 
Festival of St. John, which shall be the form to be observed on that 
occasion. 

XXI. A revision shall be made of the rules and regulations now 
established and in force in the two Fraternities, and the code of laws 
for the holding of the Grand Lodge, and of private Lodges ; and, 
generally, for ths whole conduct of the Craft, shall be forthwith 
prepared, and a new Book of Constitutions be composed and printed, 
under the superintendance of the Grand Officers, and with the sanction 
of the Grand Lodge.

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It will be seen that Rule VIII provided that *' The two first Lodges 
under each Grand Lodge were to draw a lot in the first place for 
priority ; and to which of th(! two lot No. i shall fall the other was to 
rank as No. 2 ; and all the others to fall in alternately." The 
** Grand Stewards' Lodge '* was not affected by this arrangement, but 
the " lot" having proved favourable to the ** Ancients," all their Lodges 
had the higher number alternately to 463. It appears from the 
List of Lodges so arranged that supposing two or more numbers had 
lapsed under the one Grand Lodge, but the corresponding numbers of 
the other were still on the Roll, the latter were all numbered con- 
secutively until a corresponding number of the other Body was found 
to be in a working condition eg, 17, 18 and 19 of the ''Andenls'' had 
been erased from the Register immediately before the " Union," but 
the same numbers of the " Moderns " were still active, so the latter 
became 28, 29 and 30 respectively on the revised List. On the other 
hand, 153, 154, 155 and 156 of the " Moderns" were absent from the 
Roll, hence those numbers of the "Ancients" severally took rank as 
186. 187, 188 and 189 on the Roll of the " Union " Lodges. 

Though the " Moderns " had nearly 600 Lodges inserted in the 
Calendar of 18 14, (published in 181 3) only 386 were placed in the 
List as revised after the " Union" and published in i8i4.'» Of the 
'* Ancients." there were 343 Lodges on the Roll in 181 3, of which 260 
were numbered at the *' Union," making a total of 646 Lodges in the 
Calendar of 181 5. Since that period 179 of the " Moderns," and 133 
of the ** Ancients" have been rttmoved from the Roll, so that there are 
at the present time but a few more than half of the " Union " Lodges 
on the Register of the " United Grand Lodge of England,'' the others 
having either ceased to work, or been transferred to new Grand Lodges. 
Since 1863 however, only 6 of the Lodges chartered before 18 14 have 
been removed, though of those warranted since, more than 120 have 
been erased (or transferred, &c.,) during the same period. It is much 
to be desired that many years will elapse before another alteration in 
the numbers takes place, for the Lodges are frequently as well known 
by their position on the Roil, as by their names. Frequent numerical 
changes, though sometimes advocated, are certainly most objectionable 
in many respects, and never offer any adequate compensation for the 
confusion and difficulties which inevitably result. 

The " Ancients" kept working on the old numbers for many years 
prior to the ** Union," but the ** Moderns," had periodical alterations, 
the chief being for the years 1740. 1756, 1770, 1781 and 1792. 

^ For the year 1S15. They were published slightly in advance, as now. 
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In the List of Lodges prepared by us after many years careful and 
thorough examination of old Calendars, we have given, the numbers 
which distinguished the "Moderns'* and "Ancients" immediately 
before the Union was consummated, and the various changes effected 
in 1814, 1832 and 1863. We have also had the names and localities 
of the " Ancient'* Lodges printed in italics, for convenience and facility 
of reference, the years of constitution of the Lodges under each Grand 
Lodge being added to complete the statistical information. The dates 
of Warrants of all the " Ancient " Lodges have never been inserted in 
any work before, and we have to express our warmest thanks to Brother 
John Constable, P.M. 185, London, for the valuable assistance rendered 
in this important department, few but himself really knowing the time 
and labour involved in such a compilation. 

On glancing at the Calendar of the Grand Lodge, it will be seen that 
No. I is without a date, No. 2 is designated " Time Immemorial'' No. 3 
has no date.. No. 4 *' Time Immemorial,'' Then the odd numbers to 
19 have no dates, the even numbers to 20 having the years 1721 to 
1723 appended. The blanks refer to the "Ancient" Lodges, all of 
which are thirty years or more the juniors of the others mentioned. 

Many curious points have been elucidated by the study of the 
old Registers, and it is well to remember that frequently, the year 
denoting when a Lodge was originated, is not a safe standard to follow 
at the present time. In the case of the " Moderns " it is true that the 
years credited to the Lodges refer to when they were originally granted 
or constituted, though as a matter of fact in several instances, they have 
not continuously or regularly assembled since such periods. For the 
" Ancients" much caution has to be exercised in deciding the ages of 
most of the Lodges now on the Roll, and it is quite impossible in 
some instances to accurately determine when they were established, 
owing to the loss of records and other causes. 

Indeed some Lodges had an existence long before the date of the 
''Ancient" Warrant by which they now work. An illustration of this 
peculiarity is to be found in the history of the " R. Athelstan'* Lodge, 
No. 19, London, whose Warrant is of the year 1792, and is silent as to 
any previous existence. The facts however are, that the Lodge was 
originally constituted in 1769 as No. 159, and continued to assemble by 
virtue of that Warrant until 1 792, when it was exchanged for its present 
charter of that year, with the number 10, which having lapsed hsid been 
purchased by the members, the Lodge now being on the roll as 19, 
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It dates actually from 1769, though number Ten must have been started 
about 1755, the custom however was to confer the old dormant numbers 
as described, but not to date from the original Constitution. 

Occasionally warrants when re-issued contained a register in the 
south-west corners of the years when constituted,^ as also when lost war- 
rants were replaced by duplicates, of which many examples will be 
noticed in our List, a few having three dates, the latest in such cases 
being a charter of confirmation from the United Grand Lodge of 
England. Several Lodges with high numbers are really of a very 
modern origin, e,g. No. 136 chartered by the ''Ancients" 13th May, 
1765, ceased to work about 1767, but was revived in 1813, and is 
now 10 1, being ahead of about 200 senior Lodges. 

Some Lodges without any old Minutes have succeeded in proving 
their continuous existence for more than a century, for though their 
records have been lost, their returns sent regularly to the Grand Lodge 
have been duly preserved. The " Britannic Lodge/* No. '^'^, is one of 
this class, the original charter of July 17th, 1730, and all its MSS. 
having been missed prior to 1833, yet the 140th year of its existence 
was celebrated in 1870, a Centenary Warrant was granted, and the 
Lodge confirmed in its ancient privileges as from the year 1733. 

The frequent removals from one town to another or from Foreign 
places to this Country and vice versa by the " Ancients," is a source of 
much difficulty in tracing their old Lodges. We have many notes of 
changes of the character of the present No. 121 now held at Penzance, 
which for some years last century as 163 was held at St. George's, 
New Granada, but during the last month of the existence of the 
" Ancients" as a separate body, (viz., December, 1813,) found its way 
to Penzance, and a new Warrant, only with the original number, was 
issued accordingly. 

Another peculiarity to be chronicled is the fact that Brethren have 
been known to belong to both Grand Lodges, working one time by a 
Warrant from the *' Moderns," and at another by a charter from the 
*' Ancients." The members continued their allegiance (.'*) to both 
bodies until the ** Union," when finding they would secure a higher 
number by remaining true to the latter body, they withdrew from the 
former. No. 130, ** Royal Gloucester Lodge," Southampton, followed 
such a course for many years, having been 174 on the Roll of the

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"Ancients** of 1772, and 503 of the ** Moderns** of the year 1792, 
the numbers at the ** Union " becoming 212 and 538 respectively, soon 
after which it is needless to state the " Modern " Warrant was declined. 
Quite a number of excellent sketches of old Lodges have been written 
of late years, many of which are full of interesting details illustrative 
of the early character of the Fraternity, and most invaluable to 
masonic students. We do not anticipate seeing a complete and accurate 
History of the Society of Free and Accepted Masons until many more 
of these old records have thus been made public. 

We have incidently referred to the " Grand Lodge of all England,*' 
held at York, which was formed in 1725 by the old Lodge that had for 
many years (possibly centuries) assembled in that City. Their seal and 
arms (oval) were Three Regal Crowns, with the inscription ** Sigillum 
Edwini Northum. Regis." The *' Counter Seal** had the Crowns 
within a shield, A. D. 926 above, and the inscription **Sigil Frat Ebon 
Per. Edwin. Coll.*' 

The " Grand Royal Arch Chapter, York.'* had also arms and a seal. 
That degree met about 1760 independently, but from 1780 assembled 
under the auspices of the Grand Lodge until its collapse. The 
Title noted forms the inscription on an old Seal still preserved, 
above being a Crescent and a Triangle, surmounted by a rainbow 
emanating from clouds. On the reverse is a shield bearing in the 
four quarters a Lion, Ox, Man and an Eagle respectively, also as a 
crest, the '* Ark of the Covenant," with Cherubims for supportera 
This coat of arms in all probability was adopted by Brother Laurence 
Dermott a few years later for the " Ancients,*' and as we know the 
latter organization claimed a York origin— which was not correct — it is 
easy to see how such arms being promulgated by their indefatigable 
Grand Secretary would tend to confirm the antiquity claimed. 

On the reverse of a Banner mentioned in the Inventory of 1779, 
these Arms are painted as we shall hereafter describe, the obverse 
containing one section of the Arms of the York Grand Lodge. 

It is difficult to decide when the *' Ancients " were first distinguished 
by the use of Arms, apparently the earliest kind being simply a Square 
and Compasses surmounted by a dagger, and around these the motto 
'* Virtue and Silence!' with the inscription '* Grand Lodge of London!' 
In the ** Akiman Rezon " of 1764 (the Constitutions of the " Seceders") 
the Arms, since so generally known are given as a Frontispiece,* and

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Brother Dermott declares ** they were found in the collection of the 
famous and learned Hebrewist, Architect and Brother Rabi Jacob 
Jehudah Leoni" (A.R., p. xxxiv.) 

These Arms as adopted by the ** Ancients'' (and officially for the 
Seals to December 1813,) are entitled by Dermott " The Arms of y^ 
most Honorable Fraternity of Free and Accepted Masons," and are 
almost a facsimile of those used by the Grand Chapter at York for 
Royal Arch Masons. The motto, however, (in Hebrew) " Holiness to 
the Lord,'' and the inscription *' Grand Lodge of Free and Accepted 
Masons, according to the Old Institutions," are additional and peculiar 
to the Seceders. 

. The Arms of the Masons in early days have been described as ** A 
feld of sablys, a cheeveron silver grailed thre Castellis of the same 
granyshed w' dores and wyndows of the feld, in the cheveron a Cumpas 
of Blake." They are contained in Add. Chart. 19,135, British Museum, 
being the original grant of Arms to the ** Hole Crafte and Felawshipe 
of Masons," by William Hawkeslowe, Clarenceux King of Arms, dated 
*' London the yere of the Reigne of Kyng Edward the fourthe oftir 
the Conquest the xij^\" (1472-3) A confirmation is likewise noted in the 
margin by similar authority bearing date " xij*^ yere of o"* Souverain 
Lord King Henry the viij^*" (i 520-1) and was *' Entred in the Visitacon 
of London made 1634."^ 

These operative Masons Arms were appropriately chosen by the 
Brethren who founded the first Grand Lodge of England to represent 
and distinguish that Body, and Beavers (operative builders) for sup- 
porters were added, the motto being '' Relief and TrtUh!' On the 
** charter" seal is the inscription **Seal of the Grand Lodge of Masons, 
London," but on the " office seal " only the words ** Grand Lodge of 
England " occur, the Crest on each being a dove. After the Union of 
the '* Moderns " and " Ancients," these two Coats were blended as the 
Arms of the United Grand Lodge. 

Brother Sir Albert W. Woods, Garter (P.G.W., &c.), has very 
kindly furnished us with the following description of them, and also 
supplied a fine drawing of the Arms, in colours, which we have had 
reduced and lithographed for the Frontispiece, forming a unique and 
valuable illustration to the present volume.

The subject of Masonic Numismatics has not been so popular in 
England as elsewhere, for which reason doubtless there have been on 
works published on the subject in this Country, We are persuaded 
however, that increased interest is being taken in such matters, and 
therefore submit the following articles on Masonic Jewels and Medals 
so as to stimulate enquiry and lead to a more comprehensive treatise 
being written. We have endeavoured to notice all the various Special 
and Centenary Jewels permitted to be worn by authority of the " United 
Grand Lodge of England," also have furnished descriptions thereof, 
and historical sketches of many Lodges thus distinguished. In the 
Lists of Lodges appended, having Special and Centenary Warrants for 
Medals and Jewels^ — now given for the first time — we have presented 
to the notice of the Craft a register of all that we have traced, but 
should any omissions be detected, we shall be very grateful for the 
information, being anxious to render the work as complete as 
possible. To Bro. Henry Gustavus Buss, Assistant Grand Secretary, 
we have been chiefly indebted for aid in this portion of our work, his 
extraordinary accuracy in all such matters being well-known and 
appreciated by the English Craft. 

8 It is curious to note that in the earliest engraving of the Arms of the ''Ancients" (viz., 1764), the Cross 
consists of four operatitu squares, vert 'voided argent, and Bro. Marvin informs us that he has seen an engraving of 
an early date of a similar character, '* having the squares laid with their angles together to form a cross, each 
square having three points to show they are joined by screws." It seems evident therefore that Dcrmott intended 
that the Cross should be " Quarterly per Squares^ counter charged vert." 

We have not noticed the distinction observed between Medals and Jewels, as masonically they are 
generally spoken of as synonymous, but strictly speaking to be a Medal, it must have been struck from a die. 
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It appears to have been the custom some years back for the brethren 
to wear Masonic Jewels in Lodges without any authority, many 
specimens of these being preserved as curiosities by masonic antiquaries. 
We have several drawings of Medals so worn from 1 730 to early this 
century, one of which belonged to the "Union" Lodge, No. 370, 
Exeter (afterwards 307 and 244, since extinct), from an elegant design 
by Bro. John Chubb, of Bridgwater. *' The figure is that of Truth, 
as represented by the Antients, under the Form of a Woman in flowing 
Robes, with a Mirror in her right Hand, her left leaning upon a shield 
which has upon it the Face of the Sun, and which rests upon a 
broken Rock. Around her are Masonic Implements; and to the 
Figure is added a veil which hides part of her Face, and which is 
alluded, to in the inscription, Quamvis, Velata Veritas ; this being 
most applicable to Free Masonry, which is also the Truth although 
IT BE Veiled. The reverse is the Free Masons' Arms with an 
Escutcheon of Pretence, bearing the Union (or Hand in Hand), to 
denote the Lodge to which it belongs."'"* 

Many of these Medals were large and ot silver, bearing quite a 
number of Masonic emblems, and not worn on behalf of any particular 
Lodge. A facsimile of one of this kind is given in the *' Masonic 
Magazine" (February, 1877), another we know of belonging to Bro. 
Commander C. Scott, R.N. (P.M. 350, Ireland, &c.), was worn by his 
father. It is oval and of silver ^as the other mentioned), having many 
emblems engraved on either side. The obverse is similar to the Token, 
p. 30 (see note), with the addition of the Sun, Moon and Stars, &c. 
The reverse is devoted to the degree of Masonic Knights Templars. 
Brother, the Hon. R. F. Bower, of Keokuk, U.S.A., has one in his 
extensive masonic collection, which is of a similar character, only 
evidently much older, and there are several varieties in the Grand 
Library of the Supreme Council of the *' Ancient and Accepted 
Rite,*' London, some of which are rare and of special value. There 
are others (round or oval) which have been described in numismatic 
works, one particularly of English origin, owned by Bro. William 1\ 
Marvin, M.A., (of Boston, U.S.A.), LXI in his Catalogue which 
was once the property of Brother Henry Price, the first Provincial 
Grand Master of New England. ** Obverse Within a circle bearing 
the words Amor Honor Et Justitia, and divided into quarters by the 
letters N. E. S. W. are two pillars, upon the top of which is a level, 
the square and compasses on the Bible above, ^ ^ "^^ On the right of 

»o Frontispiece and description, "Trcwman's Principles," 1777, (Exeter.) 
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threse the sun, a gavel and two crossed pens ; on the left, the crescent 
moon, a plumb, and a scroll, on which is the forty-seventh proposition of 
Euclid, &c. The same description applies to the reverse, ^^ * "^ On 
the rim of the circle at the bottom Sit Lux et Lux Fuit, &c." 

Bro. Marvin is now publishing ** Materials for a Catalogue of Masonic 
Medals," which bids fair to be the most complete and valuable work on 
Masonic Numismatics ever issued." 

In *• Batty's Catalogue of the Copper Coinage of Great Britain," 
particulars are given of the many varieties of Masonic Tokens of the 
latter part of last century. We have met with specimens of these, and 
described them in Vol. IV *' Masonic Magazine/' (January, 1877), 
illustrations being given of the most notable. 

They were originally struck in 1794. by Schichley, Birmingham, 
to commemorate the election of H.R. H. the Prince of Wales as 
M.W.G.M., and numerous *' mules " were issued in the following year. 
On the obverse are the arms of the ** Moderns," with the motto 
''Amor Hanoi' et yustitia^ and " Prince of Wales, elected G.M., 24th 
Nov., 1790." On the reverse, a cupid with left hand supporting a 
plumb, the mallet and trowel are at the feet, and the right hand 
points to the letter G, which is below the *' All Seeing Eye" 
(irradiated), the whole being enclosed within a triangle, having at the 
two lower angles several masonic emblems. On the sides of the 
Triangle are the words ** Wisdom, Strength and Beauty," encircled 
with the motto " Sit Lux Et Lux Futt^ The inscriptions on the 
rims vary considerably. A Penny of the same design was circulated 
in 1795, by W. Lutwyche, Birmingham." 

A fine bronze medal was struck in 1802 (if in. in diameter). 

Obverse. — Heads of the Prince of Wales and Duke of Clarence in 
relief, having a minute emblem to the right and left, each within a 
nimbus. — [fiy Hancock.) Inscription. — "Geo: A: F: P: Wall: G: M: 
Gull: H: D: Clarent: G:P:" Reverse. — Two ovals covered with 
numerous emblems of the Craft, surmounted by an Angel and the

N order to liquidate the '* Hall-debt," it was resolved by the 

Grand Lodge on June 21st, 1779, that Brethren and Lodges 

subscribing Twenty-five Pounds as a loan, without interest, 

should be '' presented with a medal to wear as an honourable 

testimony to their services, and to be members of Grand Lodge." 

The Medal is of silver and usually worn suspended from the Master's 
Jewel. Obverse. — A Female holding in right hand a trumpet, and in 
left a pencil, in the act of writing an inscription on column, ** In honour 
of the Subscribers'^ On the right is a building in course of erection, 
and below, mdcclxxx.

T a Quarterly Communication of the Grand Lodge, held 2nd 
Sept.» 1829, H.R. H. the Duke of Sussex, M.W.G.M., stated 
that he had approved the design of a medal to be worn by 
Brethren who had served as Stewards to the two Institutions 
then called ** The Royal Freemasons' Female School," and ** The 
Masonic Institution for Clothing and Educating the Sons of Deceased 
and Indigent Freemasons." 

On the 3rd June, 1857, The Rt Hon. the Earl of Zetland, M.W.G.M., 
consented to a clasp on the ribbon being worn by Brethren who had 
acted as Stewards for the " Royal Masonic Benevolent Institution ;'' the 
pattern was submitted by the Board of General Purposes, 3rd March, 
1858, and duly approved, with the additional regulation that Brethren 
serving subsequent stewardships may wear clasps indicative thereof, 
bearing the name of the Institution and the year of service. 

On the 2nd June, 1869 and the 4th June, 1873, several additions were 
made to these privileges, also on the 7th June, 1876, by command of 
H.R. H. the Prince of Wales. M.W.G.M. These are all succintly stated 
in the Book of Constitutions, as follows : — 

T/te " Charity ^eweL^^ 

A brother having served the office of steward to any two of the 
following Institutions, viz. — *' The Royal Masonic Institution for Girls," 
'* The Royal Masonic Institution for Boys," ** The Royal Masonic 
Benevolent Institution," has the privilege of wearing the charity jewel, 
provided he shall at the time of so serving have personally subscribed, 
as to each of the two Masonic Schools, ten guineas at the least, and as 
to the ** Royal Masonic Benevolent Institution,*' ten pounds at the least. 

The jew^el shall be suspended to a ribbon of i^ inches in width, 
the colours of which shall be white and blue, white and red. blue and 
red, or white, blue, and red, respectively, according to the Institutions 
for which the brother has served the stewardships as above, viz —

White for the Institution for Girls, Blue for the Institution for Boys, 
Red for the Royal Benevolent Institution. 

A brother being, according to the foregoing regulation, entitled to 
wear the charity jewel, and who may have served the office of steward 
to any of the Institutions a second time, may wear a clasp attached to 
the ribbon, and an additional clasp for each occasion of having served 
the office of steward to any of the Institutions ; but in no case shall he 
be entitled to wear such clasp or clasps, unless he shall on each of those 
occasions at the time of serving such stewardship have personally 
subscribed a like amount as above named. 

No charity jewel, clasp, ribbon, or rosette, shall be obtained except 
through the office of the Grand Secretary, to whom the Secretaries of 
the respective Institutions shall, after their respective annual festivals, 
hand lists of the names of the brethren entitled to the jewels or decora- 
tions hereinbefore authorized. 



Medal. Obverse, — Fejnale in a sitting posture, having a girl at right 
hand and boy at left, (doubtless intended to represent a widow and 
orphans) above being an irradiated Triangle, having the ** All seeing 
Eye" within. The Jewel is partly of gold and of silver-gilt, protected 
by glass on each side ; and engraved on the rim, is the name of the 
Steward, and year of qualification.

HE new Masonic Buildings (Freemasons' Hall), in Great 
Queen Street, London, were formally opened by The Right 
Hon. Earl of Zetland, M.W.G.M., &c., &c., on the 14th 
April, 1869, at an Especial Grand Lodge. In consequence 
of the great success of the Assembly, votes of thanks, inscribed on 
vellum, signed by the ALW.G.M., were presented by the Grand Lodge 
to Bro. Sir Albert \\\ Woods, (Garter) G.D.C, and Bro. Thomas 
Fenn, A.G.D.C, to whom all the arrangements were entrusted. There 
were some 130 Stewards for the Festival, to whom the Jewels were 
distributed at the Grand Lodge ist September, 1869, the names of 
the Brethren being printed in the '* Proceedings." 

It was likewise agreed by the Grand Lodge that a Sculptured Tablet 
be placed in a conspicuous part of the New Buildings with an appro- 
priate inscription, to be surmounted by a marble Bust of the Chairman, 
Brother John Havers, P.G.W., and surrounded by marble Medallion 
Portraits of the members of the Building Committee, Brothers John 
LI. Evans, John Hervey, John Savage, J. Rankin Stebbing, George 
Plucknett and Henry Grissell. This most suitable memorial of the 
labours of these distinguished Masons on behalf of the Craft has since 
been completed to the great satisfaction of the Fraternity. 

The Jewel is of silver, and forms a fanciful star of five points. In 
the centre is a Representation of Freemasons Hall. Inscription 
around being " Inaugurated 14th April, 1869, Audi, Vide, Tace." On 
an outer circle, space is provided for the name of the Steward being 
engraved. Resting on the star is the Coronet of the M.W.G.M. 
Reverse. — Medallion Portrait of the " Earl of Zetland, Grand Master."

Y the resignation of the Most Noble The Marquess of Ripon 
as M.W.G.M. on the 2nd September, 1874, ^^^^ office 
devolved upon H.R. H. the Prince of Wales, and at the 
following Grand Lodge the Committee reported that H.R. H. 
had been graciously pleased to accept that honourable position until 
the next regular period of Installation. The election of the M.W.G.M. 
took place on the 3rd March, 1875, ^"^ the Installation was fixed for 
Wednesday the 28th April, at the Royal Albert Hall, the Freemasons' 
Hall being inadequate for the purpose. *' With a view to assist the 
executive in carrying out the arrangements of the day, H.R. H. pro- 
posed to authorise the appointment of a certain number of Stewards, 
in addition to the Grand Stewards of the year, and to cause a Jewel to 
be struck, and to permit the Brethren to be named as Stewards, to wear 
the same." 

The " Order of Proceedings " provided for every possible contin- 
gency, the Ceremony of Installation conducted by the M.W. Bro. the 
Earl of . Carnarvon, Pro-G. M., was most imposing, the attendance was 
beyond all precedent in numbers, influence and masonic rank, deputa- 
tions were present from many Grand Lodges, all uniting in constituting 
the Royal Installation, the most brilliant assemblage of the Craft ever 
witnessed, and one that is not likely, under such extraordinary circum- 
stances, to be surpassed either in this or any other Country. 

H.R. H. Albert Edward, Prince of Wales, K.G., K.T., &c., &c., &c., 
was duly proclaimed Most Worshipful Grand Master of the United 
Grand Lodge of England in the presence of some 8000 Brethren, and 
had it been possible to provide the accommodation, at least five times 
that number would have been present. 

The M.W.G.M. conferred on Bro. Sir Albert W. Woods, Garter, 
G.D.C. and Bro. Thomas Fenn, A.G.D.C, the honorary rank and 
privileges of Past Grand Warden and Past Grand Deacon respectively, 
in acknowledgment of their eminent services in conducting the pro- 
ceedings ; likewise that of Past Grand Warden on Sir Michael Costa, 
G.O., who composed the " Grand March " for the occasion. 
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Votes of thanks were passed at the following Grand Lodge to Bro. 
John B. Monckton, P.G.D., the President and to the members of the 
Board of General Purposes, to the most indefatigable Grand Secretary 
(Bro. John Hervey) and the excellent staff of Brethren in his office, for 
their efficient services, and to the Grand Director of Ceremonies and 
the Assistant Grand Director ot Ceremonies at the Installation. 

There were 368 Jewels struck by Bro. H. T. Lamb, by order of the 
Grand Lodge, to commemorate so important an event, from an elegant 
design by Bro. Sir Albert W. Woods, consisting of a five-pointed gold 
star (irradiated), resting on another of silver, so arranged as to exhibit 
ten points, within being a Medallion Portrait of H.R.H. the Prince of 
Wales, ** Installed mdccclxxv," surmounted by his Plume, Coronet and 
Motto. The Jewel is suspended from a ribbon of the Swedish colours, 
the M.W.G.M. having been initiated in 1868 by His Majesty the King 
of Sweden.

N the 24th June, 1735, the Stewards Lodge was Warranted as 
No. 117. In 1 740 it was altered to 1 1 5, in 1 756 to 70, in 1 770 
to 60, in 1 781 to 47, and on April i8th, 1792. was placed at 
the head of the Roll without a number. The constitution of 
the Lodge was agreed to, in response to an address from the Stewards 
of previous Festivals, supported by Dr. Desaguliers, P.G.M. ; the 
pattern of Jewel being adopted at the same meeting. For many years 
it was known as the " Stewards'/' but subsequently as the ** Grand 
Stewards' " Lodge. As all the members must be Master Masons no 
degrees can be conferred in the Lodge. 

Nominations were made originally by the M.W.G.M. or his Deputy, 
then by the Stewards of the preceding Festival, but finally were 
restricted to certain Lodges, which because of the distinctive clothing 
worn by the Grand Stewards, are familiarly termed ** Red Apron 
Lodges." The election is by ballot, and it is usual to require or expect 
that the Brethren selected, either have, or will during their term of 
office, qualify as Stewards of two of the *' Great Masonic Charities," 
undertake to be present at the ensuing Grand Festival to be presented 
by their predecessors to the M.W.G.M., and engage to execute the 
duties of the office. Formerly Grand Officers were selected from the 
Grand Stewards' Lodge, or increased ** Fees of Honour" were payable. 

From 1735 ^^ ^8^3 twelve Stewards were annually selected from as 
many Lodges, but from 18 15 there have been eighteen, all of which 
Lodges retain their privileges excepting '^28 and '^238, which on failing 
to make the usual returns, were replaced by 46 and 197 respectively. 

Members of the Lodge at its Centefiary in 1835, were allowed 
additions to their Jewels commemorative of the event. "The Grand 
Stewards of the year wear silver gilt Jewels pendent to collars of 
crimson ribbon four inches broad. The Jewel is a Cornucopia between 
the legs of a pair of compasses, extended upon an irradiated gold plate 
within a circle, on which is engraved * United Grand Lodge of Antient 
Free and Accepted Masons of England.* The Jewel of a Past Grand

The Lodge was chartered by the Right Hon. The Earl Blessington 
(B)esinton), M.VV.G.M. ("Ancients"), August 13th, 1759. " to hold a 
Lodge of Grand Officers to be distinguished by the name and title of 
the Grand Master's Lodge," the original warrant being still preserved, 
and is quite a curiosity of the kind. 

The special dignity appears to have proved too much for the members, 
for a few years later the Lodge had well nigh become extinct, but 
happily on December 7th, 1787, it was revived by the authority of the 
MAV.G.M., the Right Hon. the Earl of Antrim. The Lodge has 
long ceased to possess the exckisive privileges peculiar to its original 
constitution. The Jewel is neat in design and of gold, having the sun 
in the centre (which rests on a purple ground), encircled with the words 
*' Grand Master's Lodge. No. i.'* To the Jewel proper a crown is 
attached, the whole being suspended from a purple ribbon. The 
lithograph (plate 2) is from a design supplied by the manufacturer. '^

F the four old Lodges which constituted the Grand Lodge on 
St. John the Baptist's Day, 171 7, the above was the first. In 
some of Pine's engraved Hsts it is said to have existed from 
1 69 1, but it is evidently much older, though in the absence of 
records it is impossible now to decide. The Lodge meets by '*Time Im- 
memorial Constitution/' having no Warrant, and until the " Union'* was 
first on the Roll, after which event it was lowered to the second position, 
and has so continued. From its undoubted age it certainly deserved 
very different treatment, as the two "old Lodges'' should have been ex- 
empted from the clause in the " Articles of Union " which provided that 
the question of numerical priority should be decided by ballot. The 
test proved favourable to the seceders, hence their No. i was continued 
as first on the Roll, though only warranted in 1 759, and the Lodge 
of '' Antiquity'* became No. 2. The number Two of the ** Ancients" 
took third place, having a Warrant of 1784,'^ and the number Two of 
the " Moderns'' had to rest content with being fourth on the Roll, yet 
meeting without a Warrant by virtue of its Immemorial Constitution, 
and having been in existence about half a century before the "Ancients" 
assembled as a Grand Lodge ! In this direction the regular Grand 
Lodge set the example in 1792, by placing the "Grand Stewards " 
before all the other Lodges, though its charter was only issued in 1 735. 
In this connection, however, it should be remembered that these 
numerical changes, objectionable as they must have been to the old 
Lodges, were agreed to for the sake of harmony, and hence were most 
masonic in some respects, whatever they lacked in correct chronological 
arrangement. 



»8 The date of the present Warrant is 1784, but as a Centenary Warrant has been granted this year (1878), the 
Lodge must have worked under another charter. We find that on June 4th, 1783, No. 32 purchased No. 2 
position, which was then vacant, for the sum of Six Guineas to the Fund of Charity. The present Lodge of 
Fidelity," No. 3, was originally No. 2, and the purchaser of the Warrant in question. 
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The ancient Lodge under consideration, was for some time known by 
the name of the House in which its meetings were held, but happily it 
became the custom to assemble in private rooms or Masonic Halls, and 
then distinctive names were adopted by the Brethren. Accordingly 
we find that the premier Lodge decided on a name, and that at first 
its title was '* The West Indian and American'' which was exchanged 
for the more appropriate designation of the " Lodge of Antiquity," by 
which it has been known for over a century. 

Its history has been of a most eventful character, particularly during 
the period of the unfortunate differences between some of its members 
and the Grand Lodge, which culminated in the majority of the brethren 
seeking alliance with the " Grand Lodge of all England " held at York. 
The minority continued to meet as before, and thus whilst one portion 
was working under a ** Charter of Confrmation " as the '* Grand Lodge 
of England, South of the Trcnty the other division was assembling as 
a Lodge under the Time Immemorial Constitution, and by that means 
preserved its ancient privileges. It is in fact the only one of the four 
original Lodges that has been continuously on the Roll since A.D. 
1 71 7. In 1790 all differences were finally adjusted, and our zealous 
Brother William Preston and his friends were received into Grand 
Lodge with all honour and dignity ; the newly fledged Grand Lodge 
under the wing of the ** Antiquity " members dying a masonic, if not a 
natural death. 

The " Royal Medal *' was instituted in January, 1812, by H.R. H. the 
Duke of Sussex, M.W.G. M. (then, and for many years subsequently, 
the W.M.) as a mark of distinction for Master Masons raised in the 
Lodge, or for subscribing members who had proved themselves well 
skilled in the Craft. It was only conferred personally by H.R. H. until 
the Right Hon. the Earl of Zetland when M.W.G. M. consented to the 
W.M. for the time being, discharging that important duty. The sum 
the medal costs is returned by the Lodge, either on the Brother thus 
honoured ceasing to subscribe, or on his demise, to his Representa- 
tives, when the Jewel is returned. It is worn suspended from a 
crimson ribbon (having a border of green) .and is attached to the 
Coronet of H.R. H. the Duke of Sussex, K.G. 

Obverse, — (i) Arms in centre. Three Crowns within a wreath, 
after the (York) *' Grand Lodge of ^// England." (2) Crest, — The 
"Ark of the Covenant," with supporters, as the *' United Grand Lodge 
of England."

Thomas 
Fenn (P.G.D., &c.), we are much indebted for their assistance in the 
numismatical part of this work. 

The Jewels of the Officers are of gold (or silver gilt), by permission 
of the M.W.G.M., who having presided over the Lodge for twenty- 
five years in succession issued a special warrant accordingly on the 5th 
March 1834 ; H.R. H. the Duke of Sussex also presented to the Lodge, 
the Gold Square used by himself as Deputy Grand Master, to be worn 
by the W.M. or Deputy Master for the time being. 

H.R. H. Prince Leopold (Prov. G.M., Oxfordshire), is the present 
Master, the Deputy Master being the distinguished Masonic Archaeol- 
ogist, Bro. the Rev. A. F. A. Woodford, M.A., P.G.C. Editor of the 
** Freemason," and several other publications.

(P/a^e 2.) 

UMBER Four is the Junior of the four Lodges, which united 
early last century to constitute the premier Grand Lodge of 
^1 the World. At that time it met at the ** Rummer and Grapes'* 
Tavern, Westminster, and subsequently at the " Horn'' being 
known by the latter name for a long period. The Lodge was erasctd 
April 3rd, 1747, by order of Grand Lodge, but reinstated September 
4th, 1 75 1, out of respect to one of their old Past Masters,'^ and really 
represents three Lodges, viz. : {a) The *'01d Horn " ( Time Immemorial.) 
[b) The " Somerset House" (Warranted in 1762, as No. 279), with 
which it united January loth, 1774, and {c) the *' Royal Inverness," 648, 
constituted A.D. 1814, which completed the trio November 25th. 1828. 

No reference in its present title is made to the " Old Horn,'' from 
which the special position of the Lodge is derived, although the fact of 
its early origin is noticed on the Medal. 

The original number distinguishing the Lodge was four, but by the 
lapse of Number Two, and the Third on the Roll having come under 
a '' Nezv Constiiutionl' it was raised to the dignity of second, from 1740, 
continuing so until the " Blessed Union," when (as we have already 
seen) the Lodge again returned to its original number. 

A question of considerable difficulty has been raised for discussion, 
viz., as to the plan of numeration. Of the iowv "' original' Lodges, 
two only have been on the Roll from 1740 as of ** Time Immemorial 
Constitution," the original " Two" having ceased working about 1736, 
and the original ** Three^'^ accepted a '* New Constitution" (now No. 
12). Our esteemed Brother Robert Freke Gould^"" (P.M. 92, &c.), 
maintains that the latter Lodge did not surrender its ancient privileges 
by coming under another Constitution, so that if his view be the correct 
one, the ''Fortitude a7id CttniberlandP No. 12, should precede the 
** Royal Somerset House and Inverness '' Lodge.

20 Author of the " Four Old Lodges," a work of much ability and research. (Bro. Walter Spencer, London.) 
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The account of the origin of the premier Grand Lodge is derived 
from the Rev. James Anderson, D.D. (the "Author** of the Book of 
Constitutions, 1723 and 1738), who declares as to No. 3, that "after the 
removal to the Queen's Flead. upon some difference, the members that 
met there came under a new Constitution.'' The date of the latter is 
inserted as 27th P^ebruar)-, 1722-3, and though it is not certain when 
the Lodge renounced its special position as No. 3 of the four old Lodges, 
of the fact there is no doubt, for the members are arranged under No. 
10 in the Constitutions of 1738, and Pine's engraved List of 1740." 

It appears from all the evidence accumulated that the four original 
Lodges, after the issue of the " Regulations" of 1723, simply enjoyed 
the advantage of being ahead of all the Warranted Lodges, the privilege 
of assembling by " Twie l7n7ncmorial Constihttiony and the honour of 
having established the first Grand Lodge in the Universe. Any other 
rights they may have had were clearly surrendered by them, for the 
advantage of the Fraternity, and they were as much bound to respect 
the Book of Constitutions to which they had agreed, as the latest 
warranted Lodge or the youngest Craftsman. 

These then were the privileges which original No. 3 lost by accepting 
a " New ConstittUioiil' and after a lapse of considerably over a hundred 
years, we deem it too late to raise any doubts as to the numerical or 
masonic status of the present No. 12, the members having by " their 
own act and deed " voluntarily forfeited their distinctive character as 
one of the " Four Old Lodges." 

On this subject and with reference to their status generally, masonic 
Students should consult the excellent Historv of " The Four Old 
Lodges," by Brother Gould. 

The Medal of No. 4 is oval in shape. Obverse, — Arms and Coronet 
of His Grace the Duke of Somerset in gold, on garter blue enamel. 
Inscription. — " Royal Somerset House and Inverness Lodge." 

Reverse. — A Horn in gold, on a riband " Immemorial Constitution,*' 
and the words " United with the old Horn Lodge, No. 2, 10 January, 
1774" enclosing the whole. On the rim (engraved) " Royal Inverness 
Lodge, No. 648. The First Lodge consecrated under the United 
Grand Lodge by the M.W. the G.M. H.R.H. the Duke of Sussex, 
1814." 



21 Brother Gould informs us that the members of No. 3 in 1729, objectcJ to their being placed lower on the 
Roll, though we fail to see luhyy when they declined their original privileges or Constitution. 



THE ALBION LODGK, NO. 9. 
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€fte ^Vbion Uotrge^ No. 9, Hontron. 

HE present Warrant of the "Albion" Lodge is- dated June 
30th, 1774, but at first it was registered as "July 17th, 
iU A.D. 1 75 1, A.L. 5751. — Vol. T, Letter A'' in the first Book 
of Records of the " Ancients." It is almost certain that the 
Seceders commenced their organization in 1751, though no minutes were 
kept until the following year, (according to a note in the earliest volume 
of Transactions) hence some of the "Ancient" Lodges really date 
before the formation of their Grand Lodge; Numbers 7, 9 and 11 being 
of this class. No Charters apparently were granted before 1753, in 
which year the premier Grand Master, Bro. Robert Turner, W.M. No. 
15, was elected, all such documents having been signed either during 
that year or subsequently, and bear thereon an acknowledgement, when 
necessary, of the date of origin. The " Albion" Lodge was yf/"/^ on 
the Roll until the " Union,'' when it became No. 9, and has so remained, 
its Centenary Warrant being dated April 24th, 1857. 

The Special Jewel was designed by Bro. W. Moring (P.M. No. 9), 
High Holborn, London, and is both neat and effective. A five pointed 
star, which encloses an Egyptian Lily, is suspended from a scroll, taste- 
fully arranged in the form of a circle, on which it rests, the latter bearing 
the appropriate inscription: "Albion Lodge Centenary, A.D. 185 1." 
It is made in Gold, or Silver Gilt and enamel.

Warrant bearing date January 28th, 172 1-2 was issued under 
the Seal of the Grand Lodge, enabling certain Brethren 
named thereon to open and hold a Lodge of Freemasons, its 
number being seve?i before 1 740, in which year it became six, 

and five from 1756 to the " Union of 181 3," after which it assumed the 

Number Ten. 

In 1792 its name " Tyrian " was exchanged for that of the "West- 
minster and Keystone.'* Quite a revival occurred in 1855 by a number 
of Oxonians joining ; the Right Hon. The Earl of Carnarvon (now 
M.W. Pro-G.M.), initiated therein February 5th, 1856, was installed 
as W.M. 20th May, 1857, in the presence of the M.W.G.M., the Earl 
of Zetland, and ever since the Lodge has preserved the prominence 
thereby conferred. 

On May 2nd, i860, ** the Lodge received the sanction of the 
M.W.G.M. to celebrate its centenary (which was completed in 182 1), 
by a Jewel to be worn by the members, which has accordingly been 
provided, the design having received universal approbation for its 
appropriateness and beauty."" 

The Jewel may be briefly described as follows : Portcullis (in centre) 
of black with gold chains and studs. Lettering in gold on blue enamel 
— " Wesiminsier and Keystone Lodge, 1721,'' and from the top is 
suspended a small Keystone of Cornelian, having the Number 10 
thereon. Medal is worn attached to a light blue ribbon.

N May, 1722, the ** Royal Alpha" Lodj^e was started, and was 
known as 9 until 1740, when it became 8. Singular to state 
that though in the ''Book of Constitutions," 1756, by the 
lapse of i/i7'ee and seven, it was raised to 6, yet soon after the 
publication of that work, the Lodge was lowered to its former number 
(eight), by the " Fortitude and Old Cumberland '' assuming the higher 
number. 

Bro. R. F. Gould, to whom we have referred at page 45, has clearly 
explained this peculiarity of the renumbering, the fact having generally 
been overlooked of No. 16, not having received justice apparently from 
the Editor of the engraved Lists. 

The Lodge was first of all called the " Ionic," and then the *' United 
Lodge of Ionic and Prudence." In 1823 its name was changed to the 
" Royal Alpha,'' since which the membership has exclusively consisted 
of Grand Officers approved by H.R. H. the Prince of Wales, M.W.G.M. 
(a Past Master of the Lodge), and doubtless the honour is much 
appreciated by the select few on whom that distinction is conferred. 

The Jewel is of silver, and consists of a Star, having eight points, 
(irradiated), within which is the name *' Royal Alpha" in gold letters on 
blue enamel. Above is the Coronet of H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, 
in gold ; and in the centre, the Square and Compasses.

"St. Albon was awoorthy Knight and Steward to the Kyngs house- 
hold and had the gou'ment of thee Realme and also of thee towne 
walls, and loved Massons well and cherished them muche, and he made 
their paye right good standing as the Relme did, for gave them ij^ and

Albon amended yt.''

HE "Third Lodge of Bengal at Calcutta" (as above) was 
evidently constituted in 1740, under the authority of the 
|l Provincial Grand Master, though the regular report was 
neglected to be made by that official. The return was not 
forwarded to London until A.D. 1747, when it was placed on the Roll 
as 185, which number was then vacant through a Lodge of 1740 having 
joined one still older In 1756 its number was raised to 117, in 1770 
to 93, in 1 78 1 to TT, and in 1792 to 70. 

In a Province or District, each Lodge has a local as well as a general 
rank, and hence the Lodge in question was styled the Third oi Bengal. 
The First was warranted in 1730, no account however was transmitted 
of the Second, and the Third was constituted in 1740 (though not 
acknowledged by the Grand Lodge until 1747), both being on the List 
in the *' Book of Constitutions" of A.D. 1756. 

On the collapse of the " First Lodge^'^ in Calcutta, the " Star in the 
East," appears to have been hailed as the senior in the Province; and in 
Pines' List of 1774, it is designated the " First Lodge of Bengali 

We are not aware when it first became known by its present name. 

The Medal has a representation of the City of Calcutta, in gold, on 
blue enamel, within a circle ; bearing the inscription '* Lodge Star in the 
East, No, 67, 1740," on a riband of garter blue.

j^KSi UT little had been known of this distinguished Lodge until its 
Krj^ history was ably written by Brother Thomas F*enn, P.M. 259, 
Igj^ P.G.D., &c., in 1876. From that excellent work we find that 
the Lodge was constituted on the 20th August, 1787, as No. 
503,'^ by Warrant from H.R.H. The Duke of Cumberland, M.W.G.M., 
**to be formed under the patronage and protection of H.R.H. the Prince 
of Wales, and to consist wholly of those who were honoured with 
appointments under H.R. H., or men firmly attached to H.R. H.'s person 
and interests." 

H.R. H. The Prince of Wales (His Majesty George IV) was Master 
of the Lodge from 1787 to 1820; then H.R.H. Duke of York to 1827, 
H.R.H. Duke of Clarence (His Majesty William IV) to 1830; H.R.H. 
Dukeof Sussex to 1843 ^^^ H.R.H. the Prince of Wales y>t?w 1874; 
during which periods many of our most eminent Craftsmen acted as 
Deputy Masters. 

In 1787 H.R.H. the Prince of Wales approved of the Medal "to be 
worn by the members ^/// as well as in the Lodge as a public token of 
their sincere and devoted attachment to H.R.H.'s person and interests," 
and in 1875 our present M.W. Grand Master, as Master, gave per- 
mission to the Members to wear the Medal "with the addition thereto 
of a representation of the Coronet of the Prince of Wales." 

The '* Royal Medal " consists of the " Prince of Wales' Plume," 
surrounded by the garter and motto, in appropriate colours. 1 he 
custom now is to have the Jewel made of gold, but we have seen one 
having the *' Feathers " of silver, and protected by glass, as a locket, 
which we much prefer. On the reverse of the latter is engraved " This 
Jewel was Worn by the late Grand Master, The Earl of Zetland. It 
was returned to Lodge after his Death, and was First Worn by Bro. T. 
Fenn at the Installation of H.R.H. the Prince of Wales."

At the Grand Lodge held in March, 1854, H.R.H. the Duke of 
Sussex, K.G., K.T., &c., adverted to the fact ** of His present Most 
Gracious Majesty (William IV), having been at the moment of his 
accession to the Throne of these Realms, the actual Master of the 
Prince of Wales' Lodge." He had thought it "proper to mark so extra- 
ordinary and important an event, by conferring upon the Lodge, the 
distinction of its several members wearing an Apron with a narrow 
internal border of garter-blue, and had issued a Special Warrant for 
that purpose." 



Efie g)trong ittan ^oXfqt, Bo. 45, 

(Lonc/on.) 

This Lodge, according to its Warrant of Confirmation, was founded 
February 2nd, 1734 as no, becoming 98 in 1740, 68 in 1756, 57 in 
1770,44 in 1 78 1 and 41 in 1792. In Pine's List of 1734, the No. no is 
dated 2nd February, 1732-3. That the earlier period is correct is fully 
assured, for Brother Gould has traced the payment of its Charter on 
May 23rd, 1733. A Medal has been worn in the Lodge for many 
years, but without any authority from the Grand Lodge, and is con- 
sequently irregular. We have received one for examination from the 
manufacturer, Bro. George Kenning; it is of silver, and has the ** Strong 
Man,*' with a Globe on his back, standing between two pillars, the **A11 
Seeing Eye '' being above. The locket case is protected by glass, and 
surrounded with a coil of rope (silver.) 

The Lodge petitioned for an ordinary centenary Warrant, which was 
the last granted by the M.W.G.M. in 1878. 
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€it ^oli^fi national Hotrge^o* 534, 

(London,) 

^O. 534, was warranted on 28th August, 1846 (then 778), with 
permission from the M.W.G.M. for its members to wear the 
Polish White Eagle at all Masonic Meetings, and for the 
Master and the Immediate P.M. to be distinguished by the 
" Commanders white Eagle." 

The Jewel of the snow white Eagle, with wings spread heavenward, 
represents the national bird of Poland, which is understood to be ** The 
token of honour and of steady resistance unto death to oppressors of 
liberty ; " its wings symbolically reminding the brethren of the undying 
spirit of freedom and of Love and Charity to all men, irrespective of 
their nationality or creed. The Eagle as the kingly-bird, while it is a 
symbol of power, is intended to incite all who wear the decoration to 
soar superior to low passions or selfish motives. 

The distinctive ribbon is of blue and black ; the ** Commander s 
white Eagle" being a similar Jewel, only worn attached to a neck ribbon 
by a " Royal Crown " of gold. 

The Master on his installation is invested with one of the latter 
decorations, on which are engraved the names of the Right Hon. The 
Earl of Zetland, M.W.G.M. and the Right Hon. The Earl of Yar- 
borough. D.G.M., in appreciation of the favours conferred on the 
Lodge by the former who granted the Warrant, and the latter who 
presided at its consecration. 




56 JUBILEE MEDALS, ETC. 



JUBILEE MEDALS (1868-78). 

The medal for No. 356 was issued in 1868 to the *' Harmonic" 
Lodge, St. Thomas' Island, Jamaica, it having been warranted in 18 18 
as No. 708. In 1832 the number was altered to 458, and from 1863 
it has been 356. 

The second Jubilee Medal was granted in 1878 to the ** Australian" 
Lodge, No. 390, and held at Sydney, New South Wales, the Lodge 
having been chartered in 1828, and was known as No. 820, until in 
1832 it was changed to 548, and in 1863 to its present number. 

These are the only two of the kind, and so far such Jubilee com- 
memorations have been confined to Lodges assembling abroad. 



LODGE JEWELS OF GOLD. 

There are but two Lodges permitted to have gold (or silver gilt) 
Jewels of Office, viz., the Lodge of "Antiquity," No. 2, alluded to at 
page 42, and the " British Lodge," No. 8, Freemasons' Hall, London. 
The latter was chartered 19th January, 172 1-2, and was changed from 
6 to 5 in 1740, to 4 in 1756, and to 8 after the Union of December, 
18 1 3, its present number. We are not aware why such a distinction 
was conferred upon the Lodge, and though dating from so early a 
period it does not appear to have any other special privileges ; it being 
absent from any of the foregoing Lists, and is not represented in the 
following roll of twenty-six Special Centenary Jewel Warrants granted 
from 1 86 1 to 1866.

London (Plate 2.) 

CCORDING to the Centenary Warrant of this Lodge, it was 
originally chartered 17th July, 1751, as No. 4, which was 
about a year before the Records of the *' Ancients " com- 
mence, and when apparently a Grand Master had not been 
elected. There probably was at that time a *' Grand Committee" man- 
aging the Lodges, of which Bro. Morgan was the Secretary, who resigned 
in 1752, and was succeeded by Bro. Laurence Dermott. The ** Royal 
York Lodge of Perseverance" warranted by the " Moderns" 7th May, 
1776, as No. 492, which became No. 409 at the ** Union" joined the 
old "Ancient" Lodge on the 12th March, 1832, a " Warrant of Con- 
solidation and Union" having been issued by the authority of the 
M.W.G.M. accordingly, and since then the name of the Junior Lodge 
has b(!en retained, the position on the roll, however, being due to that 
conferred upon the original four, which has been number 7 from 18 14. 

Medal. — Figure of charity resting on tesselated pavement, on each 
side a column (with globe) ; above being " The All-seeing Eye.'' 

Ground work is of blue enamel. 

Inscription, — " Royal York Lodge of Perseverance 1751 Centenary/' 

The whole is enclosed within a wreath, having No. 7 at foot, the jewel 
being suspended from a coronet. 



THE GLOBE LODGE, No. 23, LONDON. 

The Lodge was constituted i8th September, 1723, as 23, and has 
again been distinguished by that number from 1832. It passed* through 
several numerical changes before 14 was reached in 1792, (viz., 22, 16 
and 15), and was numbered 25 at the " Union." 

Medal consists of a Globe, (in gold, having 23 at South Pole,) 
placed on a light blue star, the five points of which rest on a circle. 
The name of the Lodge is in gilt letters on enamel, with the inscription 
** Established 1723. '

HIS Lodge was constituted by the ''Ancients'' as No. 63, but 
purchased the lapsed warrant of 13 on 6th December, 1758, 
[ij assuming thereafter its number until 18 14 when it was altered 
to 23, and in 1832 it received its present position. It was the 
custom with the ''Ancients*' to dispose of dormant Warrants ''to the 
highest bidder/' the proceeds being devoted to charity.''^ By that 
means much confusion has resulted ; for frequently not only did a junior 
Lodge obtain a number far in advance of many of its seniors, but its 
original Warrant being returned to the Grand Lodge, was again 
reissued with the number as before. No. 22 has a warrant of con- 
firmation of October, 1835, ^^e original having been destroyed. 

Medal. — Figure of Neptune on chariot of gold, within an irradiated 
star on blue enamel, suspended from a square and compasses. 

hiscription, — " Neptune Lodge, No. 22, Centenary.*' 



ST. PAUL'S LODGE. No. 43, BIRMINGHAM. 

The warrant for this Lodge was issued in 1733 as 125. the number in 
1740 being altered to 109, in 1756 to 64, in 1770 to 53, in 1781 to 41, 
and in 1792 to 38. 

Medal. — An oval plate of gold, having the Square and Compasses, 
and a sword in relief, on blue enamel. 

Inscripiion. — "Saint Paul's, No. 43, Centenary, 1833." 



26 No. 2 was sold to 32 in 1783 for six guineas, No. 3 to 55 in 1759 for ^4 14s. 6d., No. 6 to 37 in 1754 
for a guinea. No. 7 lo 86 in 1778 for 5 guineas, No. 10 to 159, No. 12 to 54 in 1756, and No. 15 was presented 
to 120 in 181 3 by the Grand Lodge.

Medal. — Representation of Britannia in gold on blue enamel. 

Inscription. — " Britannia Lodge. Centenary 5865." 

A Square and Compasses connect the Jewel to the blue ribbon, from 
which it is suspended. 

We are sorry not to have had an impression of this Medal (kindly 
.sent by Bro. Thomas Bragg, P.M. 74, Birmingham), lithographed for 
the present work, but have had to defer so doing for a second edition, 
having received several more for that purpose. 




ST. John's lodge. 6i 




NTIL the " Union" this "Ancient" Lodge kept to its original 
number as. 74, and appears to have been constituted in the 
City of Exeter, but was transferred to Plymouth, 6th October, 
1828. The present warrant, from which it works, was granted 
on the iith November, 1771, but that it had an existence many years 
before then cannot be doubted, though not we believe beyond A. D. 1 759, 
as 74 could not have been granted by the ''Ancients" earlier than that, 
or the preceding year. (No. 63 of ''Ancients'^' is the present St. Mary's 
Lodge of A.D. 1757, and No. 68 is the Lodge of Prosperity of A.D. 
1758). The peculiarity however of the charter is, that in the south- 
west corner occurs the following register, "'A Renewal bears date March 
2\st, 1759." From this, it has been urged that the Lodge was in 
existence prior to 1759, but had its warrant renewed in that year. // 
viay be so, but according to the evidence at our command, we rather 
lean to the belief that the words refer to the original warrant being so 
dated, and should have read, A Renewal. Original bears date March 
2 1 St, 1759. We have never seen another Warrant similarly described, 
and the question is still open for decision ; it being just possible that 
the members met as ''Moderns" before 1759, though not, we think, 
probable. ""^ 

Jewel. — A representation of St. John the Baptist in the wilderness, 
(the Titular Saint of the Lodge, as of No. 39, the oldest in Devonshire) 
within a wreath composed of a sprig of acacia, and an ear of corn on a 
circular plate of gold. On the bar "A.L. 5759.''

Constituted at Plymouth, 2nd January, 1759, and has its 
orijrinal Warrant still preserved with the number 237 thereon, 
j It appears to have been held for a few years under the wing 
of the ** Second Division of the Royal Marines,'* Plymouth. 
The number was altered in 1770 and whilst 195 it was removed to 
Plymouth Dock (now Devonport). being then called the ** Marine 
Lodge,'' having "a Master's Lodge' once a month and two other regular 
meetings, thus assembling at least tliirty-six times ever)'' year. The 
second number noted was exchanged for 160 in 1781, after which. the 
name was altered to the *' Lodge of Fortitude." In 1792 the number 
became 140 During this century the members have assembled either 
in Devonport. Stonehouse, or Plymouth (known as the " Three Tow^ns") 
but of late years the Lodge has been permanently located in the latter 
town.

We append a copy of its Centenary Warrant,""® as indicative of the 
general character of such documents, before it was decided to have the 
Jewels of a uniform pattern, and after their Registration became general. 

Medal. — Fortitude as one of the '* F'our Cardinal Virtues" depicted 
by a Brother placing his right hand on a fire, which is kindled on a 
Pedestal. Masonic emblems are around, and above is the "All Seeing 
Eye." 

The Jewel (which is of gold) is surmounted by a Crown, and on the 
bar across the Ribbon is " A,L, 5759.''

Medal. — A silver .Star of seven points, on which rests two circles. 
enc!o^^ing the inscription " Restoration Lodgt*. Centenarj- 1S61." The 
numlx:r is placed within a wreath on blue enamel, above being a Crown. 



St. GEORGE'S LODGE, No. 112, EXETER. 

Originally constituted as 269 on the 20th January, 1762. the number 
being changed to 213 in 1770, to 172 in 1781. and to 146 in 1792. 

Medal. —A five-pointed Star of Gold between two circles, bearing 
the inscription "January, 1 762-1 862, Centenary 112." In centre is a 
representation of 'St. George and the Dragon^ oi silver.

ODGE of "Amity" was founded at Poole on April ist, 1765, 
as No. 338, and was granted a Centenary Warrant in 1865. 
Before a.d. 181 3 it had three other Nos., viz., 275, 219 
and 187. 

The Jewel consists of a plain circle of gold, on which is engraved 
**A.L. Centenary, 5869." In the centre is a Dolphin on blue enamel. 

In this Lodge is contained *'a memorial of one of the most striking 
instances on record of the prevalence of Masonic sympathy, which 
occurred in the experience of one of the Brethren of the Lodge." This 
memorial is a biscuit of coarse bread contained in a glass frame, and 
hung up in the Lodge, with the following inscription : 

'* This biscuit is preserved by the Lodge of *Amity ' as a memorial 
of their gratitude and brotherly affection for Jacques de Bon, Captain 
of the Junon, French Privateer of St. Maloes, who captured at sea on 
the 13th of December, at 11 a.m., 18 13, in Lat. 49"" 50' N., Long. 70° 
W., the Brig Oak, of Poole, Brother Stephen Pack, Master, belonging 
to Brothers G. W. Ledgard and John Gosse, on her passage from 
Bilboa to Poole, who after treating him and his crew with every mark 
of kindness, returned him his vessel, and sent on board a dog (which 
had before been taken from a Brother), with this biscuit suspended by a 
string round his neck, signifying that he would not keep a Brother's 
dog in bondage, nor see him want bread,"

E are not aware on what terms Centenary Warrants were 
granted prior to 1861, but from that year to 1866 the fee 
for each was one Guinea ; the twenty-six which obtained such 
authority being given at page 57. The first which occurs in 
the Grand Treasurers Accounts is No. iii, Darlington, and the last, 
No. 43, Birmingham. Before that period and since the " Union," it 
will be seen that some seventeen special or Centenary Warrants had 
been granted, or at least these Lodges have had commemorative Jewels 




66 ORDINARY CENTENARY MEDALS. 

Struck, of which no mention is made in the "Proceedings" of the 
Grand Lodge, and for which it is likely no fees- were exigible. 
Doubtless as so few Lodges could possibly celebrate their Centennials 
until recent times, the M. W. Grand Master granted permission — on 
proof — for those which had been in existence for one hundred years to be 
acknowledged accordingly. Then, as the number of such applications 
increased, a small charge wss made, and the number still gradually in- 
creasing, it was decided in 1867 to raise the F^ee to Five Guineas, and 
instead of the members of each Lodge submitting a special design, 
a Centenary Jewel, approved by the M.W.G.M., has since uniformly 
distinguished all such Lodges. 

^"Application for permission to wear a Centenary Jewel is to be by 
petition or memorial to the Grand Master, in which memorial or petition 
to the Grand Master, the necessary particulars as to the origin of the 
Lodge are to be given ; as well as proof of its uninterrupted existence 
for one hundred years." 

" When permission has been granted to a Lodge to wear a Centenary 
Jewel the privilege of wearing the Jewel is restricted to bo7id-fide sub- 
scribing members, being master masons ; and for so long only as they 
shall pay the stipulated subscription to the Lodge and be returned to the 
Grand Lodge of England." 

The design of the Jewel is by Bro. Sir Albert W. Woods Garter 
(P.G.W.) the Grand Director of Ceremonies, and is certainly very neat 
and effective. A serpent is represented with the tail in its mouth, and 
around is an endless rope coiled, which also confines the letter C in the 
centre, all being most suggestive as masonic symbols. Enclosing the 
serpent is the name of the Lodge and year of origin, in gold letters on 
light blue enamel. The Jewel is made either in gold or silver gilt, and 
can be obtained only at the office of the Grand Secretary. It is suspended 
from a light blue Ribbon, on the bar being the No. of the Lodge, and 
it is usual to have the name of the Brother engraved on the reverse. 

The first which is noticed in the Financial Statement of the Grand 
Lodge is No. 170, Weymouth; since which there have been seventy- 
three Centenary Warrants granted, and the following is a list of such 
Lodges arranged in numerical order.

No honorary or any other Jewel or emblem can be worn in the Grand 
Lodcre or any subordinate Lodge, unless consistent with those degrees 
which are recognized as under the control of the United Grand Lodge 
of England. '* P7ire and Ancient Masonry ^ according to the ''Articles 
of Union, consists of three degrees and no more, including the Supreme 
Order of the Holy Royal Arch." 

By virtue of this agreement it is considered legal for members to wear 
the Medals of the Royal Arch, when they belong to that degree ; in 
addition to such of the foregoing and the official Jewels, to which they 
may be entitled. 

Unfortunately however, Brethren sometimes will not rest content 
therewith, and wear at Lodge meetings the decorations of degrees not 
connected with the Craft. Those who do so violate the Regulations, 
and the Masters who acquiesce are clearly acting contrary to their 
pledges, as Rulers of the Craft, having promised '* To strictly conform 
to every edict of the Grand Lodged 

The official Jewels are as follows, according to the " Book of Consti- 
tutions,'' 1873, ^"d excepting such Medals as may legally be worn by 
members who also belong to other Grand Lodges we have enumerated 
the different classes of Masonic Jewels which are in conformity with the 
Laws and Customs of the United Grand Lodge of England, thus 
presenting to the Craft a synopsis of Masonic Numismatics hitherto un- 
attempted in this Country. 
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JEWELS OF THE GRAND LODGE OF ENGLAND. 

The Grand Master^ Tlie compasses extended to 45^, with the segment of a circle at the 
points and a gold plate included, on which is to be represented an eye irradiated, 
within a triangle also irradiated.

Grand Organist, A lyre. 

Grand Pursuivant, Arms of the Grand Lodge with rod and sword crossed. 

The jewels of the Grand Chaplain, Registrar, President of Board of General Purposes, 
Secretary, Deacons, Superintendent of Works, Director of Ceremonies, and Assistant 
Director of Ceremonies, Sword Bearer, Organist, and Pursuivant, are to be within a wreath 
composed of a sprig of acacia, and an ear of corn. 

Prov. Grand Master, The compasses and square, with a five- pointed star in the centre. 

Dep. Prov. Grand Master, The square. 

All other Officers of Prov. Grand Lodges, Jewels of the same description as those worn by 

the Officers of the Grand Lods;e. 
Provincial Grand Steutards, Jewels similar to those worn by Stewards of the Grand Lodge. 

The jewels of the Provincial Grand Master and other Provincial Grand Officers and 
Provincial Grand Stewards are to be placed within a circle, on which the name of the 
Province is to be engraven. 

Master of Lodges, The square. 

Past Masters, The square and the diagram of the 47th proposition, ist Book of Euclid, 
engraven on a silver plate, pendent within it.
